They w ent the inland route by 
Banning and returned by San Diego.

Good Hunting, General Fore­ 
cast, But Some Sections Be 
Better Than Others 


Quail will dethrone ducks In the 
interest of the licensed hunters of 
Southern California Friday next when 
shooting becomes legal upou all three 
species, valley, desert and mountain, 
under the same restrictions as gov­ 
erned 
last 
year’s 
upland 
scatter- 
gunning operations, 15 per day, 30 
per week, and not over 15 on hand at 
any one time. 
The 
mountain 
quail 
limits are IO and 20; but so far as 
most are concerned, might as well be 
a hundred. 
Few know where to find 
these fine, big birds, which are su­ 
perior to the valley quail for the table, 
but not in their class a minute as all- 
around game-birds, taxing the heart 
and head of the hunter and stretching 
hts skill to the swearing point with 
their shot-distancing speed. 
Such is the popularity of the quail 
with these w4io know him best that 
many a man w ill fire the first shots 
under his 1918 hunting-license at these 
gamy blue chaps which can run as 
fast as they fly, and a darned sight 
rather! 
Easy to find but hard to out­ 
general ; prone to pop out of the unex­ 
pected bush and always when the gun 
aer 
is 
“off-watch,” 
they fall 
with 
monotonous regularity to the crack 
shot, but of such there seem to be 
few, for most hunters blow away five 
shells for every bird in the bag, count 
ing the game well worth while even at 
that, with a m ile of walking per quai!, 
and not on the level either! 
Giving 
play to all-around ability in hunting as 
well as shooting sk ill, imposing a heavy 
tax upon physical 
condition 
beside, 
small wonder Is it that the valley 
quail of California occupies a position 
unique in the hearts of those who love 
the game-birds of America with the 
widest of experience to shape their 
choice; and. once in hand, the juicy 
delicacy of its w hite flesh when fat­ 
tened upon grain, flavored with a blend 
of grapes and sage which It relishes 
as condiments to 
a 
dietary largely 
composed of the larger weed-seeds. 
make of the valley quail a dish deserv­ 
edly popular with those whose pleas­ 
ures do not end with 
the 
game in 
hand. 
Covering 
all 
Southern 
California 
counties com prehensively through the 
medium of its dep u ties on continuous 
patrol of the gam e-fields, the Fish and 
Game C om m ission has compiled its 
usual ante-qpason 
report 
upon 
the 
prospects for tho benefit of the licens­ 
ed hunters w hose dollars pay for all 
protection and 
propaganda w'ork in 
their behalf through this widely-spread 
tnd pftieient organization. 
W hile the general forecast ‘Of the 
■Pate experts is good, a “spotted breed- 
mg” is noted, w herein some sections 
seem to have fared veryemuch better 
ban others, and again, places usually 
favored of quail seem to have failed 
to do their full duty by the 
hunter 
b's vear. 
lr. the vicinity of Fallbrook, 
quail do not appear to have re-estab- 
ished them selves from the stiff de­ 
mands made by th e hunters of 1917, 
despite the deterred opening of the 
season. 
L ikew ise, the canyons of the 
O’Neill Rancho. Santa Margarita, do 
not show the blue elands of quail that 
made them fam ous when the ranch 
was open. W hile this scarcity, hi view 
of Uie closure of the Rancho to hunt­ 
ing, does not directly affect the gun­ 
ner. it is deplored by all conserva­ 
tionists who hate to see the old order 
changing, esp ecially as the “overflow” 
from these 
big 
preserved 
ranches 
helps stock the adjacent country. The 
decrease of the Santa Margarita quail 
certainly cannot be laid to over-shoot- 
tig. as the public has been denied the 
rancho for years. 
Experienced hunters will have no 
trouble getting good shooting in San 
Diego or in R iverside counties in most 
of the localities which formerly gave 
limits. 
Right around town within the 
city lim its of L os Angeles are plenty 
of birds for th o se who know where to 
look for them , and some limits will 
certainly fall O pening Day. 
Very good prospects exist for those 
who hunt the up-coast counties of Ven­ 
tura. Santa B arbara 
and 
San 
Luis 
Obispo. D eputies Barnett, Abels -and 
Becker, in charge of fish and game op­ 
erations therein, 
reported a normal 
breeding of birds and although they 
have been w orking back as is their 
habit at this season , satisfactory shoot­ 
ing can be expected in most of the 
places that w ere good for limits last 
year. 
All advanced sportsmen, and In fact 
most of the rank and file of the li­ 
censed hunting fraternity are fully rec­ 
onciled to the deferring of the quail- 
season to November loth in view of 
the remarkable increase of interest 
taken in these birds as shown by the 
record license-sales despite the 
ex­ 
pected discouragement of war. 
With 
good roads m aking the qutfil easy to 
reach, and so many after them, noth­ 
ing but further self-denial could keep 
cm an attractive supply of game, and 
deferring the season was a much mild­ 
er way of m eeting the situation than 
the closed-season so ardently advo­ 
cated by some well-informed conser- 
v«Hr*ni«f<*. 
A n th in e 
in 
considered 
preferable to this throttling the in­ 
come which m ust finance all efforts 
in behalf of the birds, and the defer­ 
red season seem s to be a protective 
measure of value while not depriving 
the able hunter and good shot of his 
birds either although making them bet­ 
ter sport because more difficult to out­ 
wit and faster, so harder to hit. 
Rough, wintry weather left but lit­ 
tle snow in Bear Valley and that noon 
melted, so a big party plans to take 
advantage of the influx of large ducks 
brought to Baldwin Lake by the storm 
for this week end. 
Club shooting re­ 
mains slow. M any geese are at Buena 
Vista, more than a year ago at this 
time.
